Att Manifolds have left-hand Taper Screws, unless especially ordered, either with running or right-band Taper Screws. 

They are also open at both ends, with right-hand Taper Thread of same size as Outlets, irrespective of size of body. Either or both ends, however, can 
be drilled out to take Screwa the size of body, or any size less than the size selected as size of body. 

Back or Side Outlets can be attached to any manifold pattern to order; but in ordering, care must be taken to describe the plan of attachment of Back 
or Side Outlets. 

Back oe Side Outlets of same size as Front Outlets, will be charged as additional Front Outlets ; other sizes, proportionally.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIXING INJECTORS. 

1. All the pipes, whether steam, water supply, overflow or delivery, must be of the same internal diameter as the hole in the corresponding 
branch of each Injector. 

2. There must be a cock between the steam space of the boiler and the Injector, one between the bottom of the Injector and the boiler and one 
in the water supply pipe, when the water gravitates toward the Injector. 

3. The supply of steam and water may be regulated by means of the stop-cocks in the steam and water supply pipes, so as to handle the 
instrument as little as possible, for this reason these cocks should be placed near the instrument. 

4. The steam pipe should be taken from the highest part of the hoiler, so as to avoid priming, which prevents the efficient working of the 

Injector. The delivery pipe to he as short and straight as practicable, to reduce friction. 

5. The Injector should not he attached to the steam pipe leading to an Engine, unless the pipe should be unusually large, the variation in 

pressure will break up the jet. 

6. It is very important that the water supply pipe should be short and straight where the water does not gravitate to the Injector, 
for this reason this pipe should be carried vertically down as tar as the water level in the supply cistern, which must not be more than five feet 
below the water chamber in the Injector. lo locating the instrument, place the water chamber of the instrumeut as low as possible, as the Injector 
is started most easily under a head. 

7. In attaching Injectors to small boilers generating a great quantity of steam, care must be taken to prevent the oscillations in the steam 

pressure from being suddenly communicated to the Injector, as this will break up the jet, for this reason the opening to the Injector Pipe on 

Locomotives should not be close to that leading to the cylinders; starting the Engine will make the Injector cease working if this difficulty is not 
guarded against. A good preventive in such cases is to admit the steam to the Injector pipe through numerous small openings in place of one 
large one. 

METHOD OF WORKING. 

1. Turn the wheel so as to permit a small quantity of water to flow to the instrument. 

2. Open the steam cock conuecting the apparatus with the boiler. 

3. Turu slightly the handle which will admit a small quantity of steam to the apparatus. A partial vacuum is thus produced, causiog the 
water to enter through the supply pipe. 

4. As soon as this happens, which can be observed at the overflow pipe, the supply of steam or water may be increased as required, up to the 

capacity of the instrument, regulating either by means of the wheel and handle, so as to prevent any overflow. 

5. The quantity of water delivered into the hoiler, may be varied hy meaus of the stop cocks on the steam and water pipes, without altering 
the handles on the Injector, a graduated cock on the water supply pipe is very convenient for this purpose. 

N. B. —The jamming down of the handles should be avoided; the instrument is purposely made neither steam nor water tight, and when 

stopped, the steam and water must he shut off with the cocks in the steam and water supply pipes.
